TORONTO, Feb. 10—(CP)—In- 
telligent, courageous and inspired 
leadership can make Canada’s 
aircraft industry “one of the 
greatest industrial assets of the. 
nation,” Ralph P. Bell, director- 
general of aircraft production for 
the munitions department, said 
in an address today. 

Mr. Bell outlined the expansion 
of Canada’s aircraft industry which, 
in three years, had produced 7,000 
planes, built and equipped factory 
facilities with a total of more than 
7,000,000 square feet of floor space, 
and recruited and trained more 
than 80,000 workers, 90 per cent of 
them without previous aircraft ex- 
perience. 


TWO THINGS NEEDED 

“Two things are required: the 
adoption of a policy calculated to 
firmly and permanently establish 
this industry on the foundation al- 
ready created, and the constructive 
imagination and leadership necess 
ary to guide the industry through 
the immediate post-war period,” he 
said. 

“Canada stands at the keystone 
of the arch of aerial world trans- 
portation. As one of the first 
four trading nations of the world 
it is imperative that our post-war 
transportation and communica- 
tion services encircle the globe 
in competition with those of our 
friendly rivals, and that Cana- 
dian-built aircraft be found 
wherever aircraft fly.

The minister made a detailed - 
statement outlining the relations 
between the board and the agri- 
culture department. He said con- 
ferences he had held with Agri- 
culture Minister Gardiner had 
brought slight rearrangements 
which removed all overlapping 
and jurisdictional questions. 

The minister also announced 
changes in the division of respons- 
ibility for distribution of foodstuffs 
and the production and distribu- 
tion of fuel, the latter being placed 
entirely in the hands of the muni- 
tions department,

1—"The department of agricul- 
ture is responsible for seeing that 
the greatest possible production is 
forthcoming within the price ceil- 
ings established by the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board. 

2—"If the desired production

Con- 
sumer subsidies, however—that 
is, those designed secifically to 
reduce costs to the consumer — 
will be the responsibility of the 
prices board but any such subsi- 
dies relating to agricultural pro- 
ducts produced in Canada will 
be a subject of consutlation with 
the department of agriculture. 
4—"Export of such foods as a 
made available under contract 
the United Nations (except wheat 
for milling or flour, which are 
under trade and commerce) will be 


supervised by the department of

The city council should not entertain 
a suggestion that any more Japanese be 
permitted to take up residence in Edmon- 
ton. Of the most recent applicant for such 
a privilege, it is said that he is a good 
citizen and is opposed to the present Japa- 
nese course of aggression and brutality. 
That may be so. He may be an excellent 
citizen. But to make exceptions to any 
principle is to destroy that principle.

Millions Saved in A 


Little things like oi] cans rate as tremendous trifles when the bills come in for Canada’s war production program. 
Changes in design of small accessories for machine guns, b omb throwers, and trench mortars, effective by the Depart- 
ment of Munitions and Supply, are saving $4,000,000. A hook (A) for the Bren sling once cost 28 cents. It was rede- 
signed and now a simpler but equally serviceable hook (B) can be made for five cents. A combination tool (C) for mak- 
ing adjustments and repairs to the Bren gun was once speci fied for each weapon at a cost of $4.62. It has been replac- 
ed by a simplified tool (D) which costs only 28 cents to make. A brass oil can (E) once cost 56 cents. It has been 
replaced by a can made of plastic (F) at exactly half the price. Browning machine guns of the aircraft type were once 
packed in single chests costing $18 apiece. Two guns now go in one chest which costs only $2.95. On total known re- 
quirements the new combination tool has resulted in savings of nearly $800,000. The new oil can shaves costs by $112.,- 
000. The simplified hook has saved over $325,000. Elimination of a cleaning rod (G) in favor of an inexpensive 
“pull-through” (H) saves $125,000 on Bren contracts alone. These four items save 132,250 pounds of brass, 300,000 
pounds of carbon steel, more than half a million man-hours, and release 25 valuable machine tools for other vital pro- 
duction. They represent a total saving in labor and material of close to a million dollars, On order for Browning 
machine guns for use in tanks it was found possible to eliminate no less than seven accessory items such as oilers, 
reflectors, cleaning brushes, pliers, and combination wrenches, besides reducing the number of spare barrels supplied 
with the weapons. The total saving resulting from these changes amounts to more than $800,000. These savings have 
been effected on accessories alone. They supplement constant reduction in production costs of the various small 
arms themselves. A recent Government-sponsored conservation exhibit showed annual savings of nearly six million 
dollars on small arms production, including many thousands of pounds of copper and 
brass, eight million pounds of carbon and alloy steel, and nearly half a million hours of 


labor in addition to the release of over 600 machine tools. No item is too small to be sub- Lovely Texan
